The semi-annual mceling of the Students' Society is scheduled 
for March 19th., a little more than three weeks away. But thi.i 

does not mean that undergraduates must not start to think about Mm somo jmi 0 knowledge of condltoun 
the business vbich will be conducted at this gathcrnig of the So-ina they 4>ear on the lives «f colleso 
ciety. Rather does it mean that there is all too little time left for {students, 
the thorough consideration and sincere deliberation of the affairs 
of the student body, for surely everything is not perfect and there 
Is not the slightest doubt that betterment is needed in certain 
branches of activity. \ ' 

Personally we might make one or two suggestions regarding 
unfortunate practises — such as the mismanaged and somewhat petty 

methods of initiation but there is one matter which has been 

brought to our attention and it is with this only that we wish to 
deal at present. There are four organizations which come under 
the jurisdiction of the Society and to which every undergraduate 
has a right to belong, namely the Rooters* Club — better known 
as the Thundering Thousand — the Literary and Debating Society, 
the Canadian Club and the Musical Association. These are under- 
graduate clubs headed by students, but as far as we can remember, 
a chief executive of any one of these groups has never been elected 
by general vote. And now it has been suggested that this be done. 
The only wonder is that the proposed system did not come into 
vogue many years ago. for the projected idea is simple, possessej 
a very strong clement of justice, and if it is brought into force, 
should forever do away with certain evils, both actual and latent. 

In the first place the heads of the Rooters' Club and the Mu- 
sical Association are chosen, as far as we can ascertain, by systems 
f appointment, that for the former being especially uncertain. By 
Sis method good men arc often overlooked, are never even given 
chance. If 3'ou have a friend, a frat. brother, or a club mate in 
'ice, you may have a chance but if not— well, your prospects 
e not bright. This evil, it must be admitted, is largely uninten- 
ional and sometimes works for good. But it is nevertheless an 
ïvil and it is with us. 

In the second place, the presidents, of the Canadian Club and 
the Lit. and Debate are elected at general meetings. This sounds 
perfectly all right, but those who have attended these "general 
meetings" know just what is liable to happen. The gatherings are 
usually small and there are present the dangers of an undue clique 
influence, of "railroading" and of "packing." These have not 
been in evidence to any extent this year but they hav«- been seen 
in action in the past and they are all too liable to appear again in 
the future unless they are forestalled. The method of general 
election by ballot should be effective. 

And in conclusion, as far as we can see, there is not the 
slightest doubt regarding the unpleasant possibilities of the present 
systems. Heads of several of the organizations mentioned above 
have already expressed themselves very strongly in favour of the 
proposition, and members of the Council and other executives are 
attempting to ascertain the trend of opinion. The matter will be 
up before the Society but in the meantime think it over. We have 
expressed themselves but we are by no means infallible and if you 
have opinions favourable or otherwise, and desire to state them 
you arc urged to do so. Wc might suggest that the Correspondence 
Cojumn is a very suitable medium.

AIR FORCE TRAINING FOR MEMBERS OF THE 

C.0.T.C 

The Department of iNational Defence has published the 
following: — 

1. COURSE— 

A course of instruction in aeronautics to enable members 
of the C.O.T.C. to qualify for commissions in the Air Force, 
will be held at Training Station of the Royal Canadian Air 
Force. 

2. DURATION— 

The course will consist of three terms, each of three and 
a half to four months duration, (approximately May 15th to 
September 1st) in three consecutive years. 

3. — 

To be eligible for selection a candidate must: — 
(a) Be a member of the C.O.T.C, and have per- 
formed the requisite qualifying service and passed 
the practical examination for Certificate "A" CO. 
T.C 

Be following a course of study as an under- 
graduate leading to a degree in Applied Science.. 
Be physically fit for Air Force Service as a pilot. 
Be unmarried. 

Be under twenty-one years of age upon the com- 
mencement of the course. 

Be recommended by the Military Committee of tht 
University as likely to become an efficient Air 
Force Officer. 

Give an understanding to complete the whole 
course. 

Before attending the second term, the candidate will 
be required to be in possession of Certificate "A" C.O.T.C. 

4. STATUS — 

During the period that candidate is in attendance at the 
Royal Canadian Air Force Training Station, he will be granted 
a temporary commission as provisional pilot officer, and will 
receive pay and allowances in accordance with Pay and Allow- 
ance Regulations for the Royal Canadian Air Force. The 
proposed rates are as follows: — 

P»y During the first term $3.00 per day 

During the second term $3.50 per day 

During the third term $4.00 per day 

Allowances — While travelling to and from ihe Royal 
Canadian Air Force Training Station, candidates shall receive 
a travelling allowance of $5.U0 per day. 

5. MESSING — 

Candidates will be required to live in the officer's mess 
while at the Royal Canadian Air Force Training Station. The 
mess will draw a free ration on behalf of each candidate, but 
in addition, the candidate will be required to pay a mess bill 
to cover the additional cost of messing, of approximately 75 
cents per diem . 

6. QUARTERS, UNIFORM & MEDICAL ATTENTION — 

While under training, candidates will be provided with 
uniform, camp equipment and quartets. Medical and hos- 
pital services will be provided as necessary without charge.
